The so called failure of _ 
seeds to germinate is more often due to outside influences than any fault in the seeds — 
themselves. The most effective materials we have found for seed treatment for good gen- 
eral use are Spergon and Phygon. These are particularly effective on Beans, Beet, Corn, — 
Spinach and Squash and beneficial to a lesser degree on many other seeds. It is impor- 


tant that. the right amount of the right matericl be used or gennination may be retarded. fy 


We recommend that our customers use these materials only with the most. recent me 


instructions of manufacturers and Experiment Station authorities.

Sow in drills 2 inches deep and 2% to 
3 feet apart at intervals from early May until August. A larger yield will be obtained if plants are thinned to 3 
inches apart. Cultivate freely but not when the vines are wet. 


We recommend thorough dusting with Rotenone Dust 
as an efficient control for Mexican Bean Beetle. Apply 
every two weeks after beetles appear.

The hardier 
varieties such as Calendula, Larkspur, Centaurea and Poppy may be sown very early, while the more tender, as Bal- 
sam, Nasturtium, Marigold and Zinnia, are best planted later when the ground has become warm. Prepare the soil 
carefully, making it soft and fine, and sow the seed broadcast or in rows. When large enough, thin the seedlings so that 
they stand about half as far apart as their maximum height. If a hotbed or coldframe is available many kinds may be 
started earlier and transplanted, hastening the blooming period.
